Lockhart, the sheriff said, admitted 
luring the young girl from her moth- 
er's home on the pretext of employing 
her as H companion for his wife and 
stabbed her to death when she reject- 
ed his improper advances. 


The alleged confession was made 


after officers had identified blood- 
stained clothing as the property of 
Lockhart. The clothing was discover- 
ed Tuesday by D. D. Buzer, chief of 
police and four city detectives in a 
septic lank behind a shack in the 
'hobo jungle" section. 


Questioned all day by officers and 


viewed by scores of persons seeking 
to identify the slayer, Lockhart early 
Tuesday night broke down and saicl 
he WHS ready to make a "full confes- 
sion," Sheriff Hughes announced. 


"I did it," Lockhart was quoted by 


the sheriff as admitting. "God knows 
why I did it. I guess it was the devil 
creeping out. All I want is a square 
deal. I know I'm going to die and I 
want to It'll it all. You don't need to 
bring anybody else up here."

Educators Can Learn a Lesson From 


Latin-American Children 


I have just discovered that the world, 


is a big place. My knowledge of peo- i 
pies and countries outside of this good 
land of ours has been derived from 
nice shiny illustrations in geography 
books to a large extent. 


But this time it was different. A 


real ship piloted me to ports in Me.x- 
co, Central 
America, 
and 
South 


America, and there were sorties in- 
land in which I had an opportunity to 
see for myself how these people live. I 


Fo rone thing they live in the sun. 


the poorer classes of all these places. 
Whether their souses are built of bam- 
boo walls on three sides, as in Cen- 
tral America, and topped strangely 
enough by heavy' red-tiled roofs, or 
built of 'dobe and cement around a 
"patio." depending upon the local idea 
of architecture, one seldom sees the 
tenants under cover. They are most- 
ly outside—they even cook and eat 
outside with their odd stone stoves 
and wooden tables within ten feet of 
the family livestock, a horse, a mule, 
or a cow, perhaps all three, who 
could, by a stretch of the neck absorb 
a tamale or tortilla or black-bean 
soup if the notion took them and they 
had the energy to move. 


City by Contrast 


Children swarm the streets of the 


cities. Those in school sit behind open 
(but always barred) low windows, yet 
the doorways and wide halls open 
pleasantly to the world and stray dogs 
or curious travellers may wander in 
unmolested. Most buildings are one j 
story high so the students must work i 
and study and concentrate with the 
street noises not twenty feet away. 


In almost every case, our guide and 


interpreter accented the work done by 
the government for the good of the 
children. Cars 
are 
limited to 
a 


crawling pace, not for the protection 
of the adult or the balky burro, but to I 
safeguard the little fellow who sud- 
denly steps outside his doorway to 
yell "hello" or "goodbye" in English 
and wava his hand, palm up, at the 
tourist who might be moved to throw 
a penny. 


Hospitals are built for children in 


many places and more are being plan- 
ned, in these lands between us and 
the vertical sun. In San Salvador I 
saw one hospital built by the good 
angel of the city out of his own pock- 
et, that accommodates one hundred 
and fifty children. 


Mexico accents its children. Cen- 


tral America does it. The cities of 
Colombia are doing it. It impressed 
me because the 
information 
came 


gratuitously, and not because I had 
made special inquiry. No one knew 
I was an interested person. 


Contented Children 


The casual traveler might get the 


impression that these children some- 
times need pity. But I watched fam- 
ily life closely. True 
little sister 


minded the b?by, and perhaps an- 
other sister, as clean as un apple, 
worked beside her mother in the im- 
maculate(open-air)coffee plant, near- 
by. But the calm faces of these chil- 
dren were content. The baby often 
naked and with a dusty little seat,
